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Japan Fertilizer Imports 2,800,000 Ib. 


Domestic Producers Supplied About Five-sixths of Total—German! Sul- 
fate of Ammonia Dominating Market—Some Dye Prices Given 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Tokyo, July 9—Artificial fertilizer 
exported from Japan for year end- 
ing June 25 totaled about 2,800,000 
pounds. Japan Artificial Fertilizer 
Co. was responsible for about half 
of this total and Taki Co for about 
a third. Figures made public a day 
or so ago by Artificial Fertilizer 
Association show that German sul- 
phate of ammonia is practically 
dominating the Japanese market 
For the first half of the season, 
running from November to April, 
The Empire impcrted 176,451 tons. 
of which Germany sold 126,870, 
Britain 27.524 and America 22,067. 
American and British totals, com- 
pared with those for the precedin:z 
six-month pericds, were practically 
the same, while the German volume 
increased 58,770 tons 

Imports of Manchurian bean cake 
for fertilizing use stili lead those of 
sulphate of ammonia but they are 
falling off gradually. Figures for 
the first five months of this year, 
compared with those for. the cor- 
responding peried of last year, fol- 
lows (Unit is 132-pound picul):

METHANOL BRIEF FILED 
BY KUTTROFF, PICKHARDT 


Kuttroff, Pickhardt & Co., New 
York, have filed their ‘brief in the 


methanol duty case. This is the 
only brief representing the import- 
ers of this material. It is declared 
in the brief \that it is impossible 
to compare the cost of production 
of a single synthetic product with 
the cost of production of one of 
many by-products of an industry. 
The following statements are 
claimed in the commission’s state- 
ment of information are said to 
be errors: Periods of time cov- 
ered by the report do not show 
conditions as they exist at present; 
report should be based on portion 
of industry producing both crude 
and refined methanol; method of 
allocating costs by sales method is 
entirely erroneous and unscientific;

A further advance in methanol, 
methyl acetone and copper sulfate 
featured the market in industrial 
chemicals during the past week. 
Glycerin has shown a slight reac- 
tion following the lack of consum- 
ing demand of the past week.

Domestic makers of ammonium 
chloride reduced their quotations on 
the gray material.

Intermediate demand is only fair 
with large dye makers gaining more 
tonnage on standard dyes at the 
expense of smaller dye makers. This 
is causing smaller dye makers to 
specialize on higher-priced colors 
that move in a small way. The re- 
sult of this is a demand for the 
rare intermediates such as J acid, 
Laurent’s acid, and S acid.
